unless his engines were broken down (if on a 
steamer) or unless he bad lost his masts (on 
sailer); and if be could not get. up. bis 
anchor he would slip it, and net attempt: to 
let go a second. Then when hove-to, with 
tegard to the anchors, Hf a seaman, finds 
out which way tho wiod is coming, he {s ‘not 
going to get across in his hawsers, Further, 
with regard to typhoos harbours and anchorages 
in the China Sea, if we do not all know them 
by heart, It is very easy to pick them u7 out of 
tho "China Pilot.”

‘There was nothing whatever to show which 
semi-circle a ship was {n until the wind began to 
shift ; and that was fully expounded by Sedgwick. 
One thing cught to be: mentioned ; the precent 
system of typhoon elgnals In Hongkong was oll 
very well, but did not by any means meet the re- 
quirements ofthe shipping Intere-ts. It woald te 
avery great benefit to Hongkong and to ship- 
masters sailing. out of the ort tohave more 
meteorological information than they were able 
to obtain at present. For instance, there wis 
mo reason why there should not be something 

ublished every moraing—tif not in the papers, 
Tthey had not room to pot it {nor {fthey wanted 
too much money for advertising It, it could be 
istued In the shape of a small sheet, say the 
site of atheet of notepaper—giving a chart of 
the China Sea fram Cape St. pe to Shanghal, 
ona small scale, including of course the islands 
of Luzon; etc, with the Isobars, showlng the 
Darometrical pressure round about; and also 
some sort of meteorological forecast, and also on 
the chart there might be marked the directlons 
and ff possible the forces of winds in different 
localities H and also a meteorological forecast, in 
tabular form, of what the weather would 
probably be north and south of Hongkong. 
{Applause.) Of course, much detail was not 
required ; {fonly shipmasters could see the charta 
with the fsobars and the directions of winds, that 
would glve a good tder ofwhat toexpect. That 
was what the London papers published every 
morning; and the ‘President bad often found, 
from his own experience when in command of 
mail steamers ronniog between England and 
Anstralfa, that {t was a great convenience to get 
the latest paper on salling, with the chart, giving 
this Joformation as to all the coast right down 
te the Bay of Biscay andeven Gibraltar. It 
would not be very difficult to get something of. 
the samo kind In Hongkong z only one copy of 
the chart would require the tsobars and arrows 
for the winds, and a hundred other coples could 
be taken by manffolding.

Capt, Warwick men ioned an fnstance In 
which he bad to follow a typhoon, sobth of 
Padatan, because there were three different seas 
“running, and the vessel had to keep bead on to 
the worst ane. 

Captsin Wood mentirned bis experiences ta 
the Xashgag, in lat. 35 41 N. and long, 131.30, 
when the: eccentrics carrled away, and he hadto 
let the veszel.go before the wind with two haw- 
sers ont astera as a sea anchor, the wind. being 
on the port quarter, from the eastward, The 
barometer showed 28 and it was a fill 
typhoon. His reason for the stern anchoring 
was thatthe seashad already badly damaged the 
fore part of the ship, He did the same fn the 
steamer 7assang and the barque Peaskow.
